The 
training  Khoot  for  nurses  in  which  are  gathered 
the  flneiatype  of  young  women  to  be  trained  and 
cultured  for  service,  has  been  greatly  improved 
during  tin  current  year.  The  fine  character  of 
the  yotiiK  women  In  the  institution  adds  to  its 
good  najp.  and  their  cheerful,  and  skillful  work 
enables  Se  Institution  to  render  service  as  good 
as  ran  >i*be  found,  perhaps  in  the  whole  coun¬ 
try.  T.he'Bistltutlon  has  been  managed  so  wisely 
as  to  pulll  upon  an  earning  basis  of  something 
over  $5  r»oo  per  month  above  running  expenses.

Taylor.  £  .  home,  a  large  beautiful  two  story 
dwelllnjpWnd  lot  In  between  his  home  and  the 
hoapltaL&ddlng  to  our  frontage  on  State  Street 
180  fesc.fThL*  house  la  to  be  used  as  a  nurses' 
home  snfl  fill*  an  urgent  need.  The  purchase 


price  $16,000,110.  The  hospital  is  constantly  fill¬ 
ed  to  overflowing  and  we  are  often  times  forced 
13  turn  patients  away.  Among  our  immediate 
needs  is  a  maternity  ward,  which  will  cost  about 
$10,000;  third  story  on  the  building  will  cost 
about  $26,000;  a  steam  laundry  approximately 
$5,000,  and  furnishing  $5,000.  There  have  been 
931  patients,  surgical  578,  medical  353,  deaths

Superintendent  Carter  read  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Orphanage. 

The  orphanage  has  cared  for  an  average  of 
130  children  during  the  year.  This  number  In¬ 
creasing  rapidly,  near  the  close  of  the  year  run¬ 
ning  our  number  at  present  at  140.  The  con¬ 
tributions  this  year,  the  sum  total  of  which,  is 
set  out  in  the  financial  statement,  have  been 
sufficient  to  meet  all  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  institution  and  also  to  add  $5,000.00  to  our 
Improvement  fund.  The  children  have  efficient 
and  helpful  training  In  all  the  domestic  arts.  In 
stock  raising,  agriculture,  mechanics,  and  In  lit¬ 
erature.  and  reports  from  these  departments  are 
that  the  children  in  the  main,  are  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  their  opportunities  and  are  making 
commendable  progress  along  all  lines.  The  health 
of  the  children  has  been  unusually  good.  Forty 
seven  have  been  received  Into  the  home;  47 
have  been  returned  to  mothers  and  near  rela- 
tivs.  Four  have  been  placed  in  good  homes;  five 
have  gone  out  for  themselves;  one  died  from  a 
burn.  We  have  now  in  the  home  140  children. 

A  good  school  is  convenient  to  the  home.  Some 
of  the  improvements  made  are  very  helpful.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  contributions  we  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  entire  estate  of 
Mr.  A.  C.  Westbrook,  of  Wesson,  Miss.,  amount¬ 
ing  to  a\>out  $4,000.00  Receipts  from  all  sources 
during  the  year  $26,887.39. 

President  T.  A.  J.  Beasley  presented  the  report 
of  the  Trustees  of  Clark  Memorial  College. 

The  college  is  located  at  Newton.  The  school 
is  owned  by  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi.  It  is  the 
only  ro-educational  institution  owned  by  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Mississippi.  The  religious  atmosphere  ot 
the  college  is  most  excellent.  Prayer  meetings 
are  held  every  day.  The  students  attend  Sunday 
srhool  and  preaching. 

There  have  been  120  students  In  actual  atten¬ 
dance.  It  Is  safe  to  expect  150  before  the  session 
i loses. 

Forty  one  preachers  are  in  the  school.  Thej 
preach  to  50  churches  in  the  surrounding  coun¬ 
try.  The  trustees  have  asked  $140,000  of  the 
amount  that  is  to  be  raised  in  Mississippi  for 
Christian  Education  during  the  75  Million  Cam¬ 
paign.  During  the  past  summer  nearly  $3000  was 
spent  in  repairs.  The  greatest  needs  today  are: 

1.  Equipment  with  which  to  make  this  a  first- 
class  Junior  College. 


2.  A  prayerful  aud  helpful  spirit  from  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Mississippi  towards  the  schools.

W.  M.  Whittington  read  the  seventh  annual 
report  of  the  Baptist  Education  Commission  in 
Mississippi. 

The  people  of  Mississippi  have  magnified  their 
schools  during  the  past  year  as  never  before  In 
our  history.  Lloyd  George  was  right  when  he 
said.  “We  must  pay  more  attention  to  our 
schools.”  All  of  our  institutions  are  filled  with 
students:  better  work  is  being  done  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  than  ever  before. 

•  The  commission  is  glad  to  report  that  more 
money  has  been  raised  in  cash  for  Christian  Ed¬ 
ucation  since  the  session  of  this  convention  than 
was  ever  paid  during  a  similar  period  for  Chris¬ 
tian  education  by  Mississilppi  Baptists.  Since  the 
adjournment  of  the  last  convention,  more  than 
$100,000  has  been  collected  in  cash  to  be  used 
for  the  benefit  of  the  educational  institutions 
cf  this  convention  as  determined  by  the  commis¬ 
sion.  The  commission  recommends  the  transfer 
of  Blue  Mountain  college  to  the  convention  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  proposition  of  A.  E.  Jennings  and 
the  Jennings  family.  Dr.  Gunter  resigns,  as 
secretary  and  the  commission  has  not  found  a 
successor. 

The  president  called  for  visitors,  when  Dr.  I. 

N.  Penlck  of  Union  University,  Jackson,  Tenn., 
was  introduced.  He  brought  greetings  from  Tenn. 
Baptists  and  stated  that  Union  University  had 
an  enrollment  of  600.

The  transfer  of 
the  property,  the  Baptist  Record  and  Book  Store 
paying  $8,800.00. 

Dr  P.  I.  Lipsey  was  elected  editor  and  Dr.  J. 
BenJ.  Lawrence  business  manager.  All  the  cur¬ 
rent  expenses  of  the  Record  have  been  paid  out 
of  receipts  from  the  Record  and  Book  Store. 
There  is  a  credit  to  the  Baptist  Record  of  a 
balance  of  $70.05.  The  report  suggests  It  would 
be  a  good  Baptist  business  policy  to  open  up  a 
book  store  and  to  put  In  a  printing  plant  of  our 
own.

One  sometimes  wonders  if  this  word  in  John's 
first  Epistle  has  really  caught  the  attention  of 
those  to  whom  It  was  addressed.  John  was  a 
young  man  when  he  found  the  Lord  and  follow¬ 
ed  him.  It  may  have  been  his  youth  In  part 
which  drew  our  Lord  to  him  more  than  to  any 
other  of  the  disciples  grouped  about  him.  He 
loved  thfe  Lord  with  a  devotion  which  made  him 
conspicous  among  the  rest  and  followed  him  with 
an  abandon  which  hardly  any  but  youth  ever 
exhibited.  When  he  was  a  mature  man,  possibly 
an  old  man  he  turned  with  tender  interest  to 
young  men.  Twice  he  says  In  this  epistle  "I  write 
i  nto  you.  young  men." 

He  covetted  young  men  for  the  best  in  life 
and  he  coveted  the  best  In  life  for  young  men. 
Like  Peter,  perhaps  like  every  man  who  has 
reached  mature  years,  he  is  thinking  about  how 
the  work  will  go  on  when  he  is  gone:  who  will 
take  ft  up.  and  whether  many  strong  hands  shall 
bear  the  banner  forward.  Peter  said,  "1  think  it 
right  as  long  as  I  am  In  this  tabernacle,  to  stir 
you  up  by  putting  you  In  remembrance,  knowing 
that  the  putting  off  of  my  tabernacle  cometh 
swiftly,  even  as  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  signified 
unto  me." 

In  his  message  to  young  men  John  seems  eager 
to  rlalm  their  lives  for  the  Kings  service.  He 
knows 'something  of  the  lure  of  the  world  that 
Is  before  them,  the  strong  pull  of  earthly  In¬ 
terests  and  ambitions  which  entice  them.  He 
cautions  against  a  life  devoted  to  worldly  ends: 
"Love  not  the  world,  neither  things  that  are  in 
the  world.  If  any  man  love  the  world,  the  love 
of  the  Father  is  not  In  him.  For  all  that  Is  In 
the  world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh  and  the  lust  of 
the  eyes  and  the  vain  glory  of  life  is  not  of  the 
Father  but  Is  of  the  world.  And  the  world  passeth 
away,  and  the  lust  thereof:  but  he  that  doeth  the 
will  of  God  abldeth  forever." 

Here  is  a  combined  appeal  for  enlistment  and 
stewardship  of  life.  The  vanity  and  transitoriness 
of  earthly  things  are  contrasted  with  the  perma¬ 
nence  of  the  work  and  life  put  Into  the  service 
of  God:  "He  that  doeth  the  will  of  God  abldeth 
forever."  The  will  of  God  Is  the  granite  material 
out  of  which  an  eternal  palace  Is  quarried  and 
constructed.

EDITORIAL. 


The  Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital  on  last  Sat¬ 
urday  bought  a  home  for  the  nurses  on  a  lot 
adjoining  the  hopsltal.  This  is  a  large  two-story 
frame  building  occupied  by  Mayor  Swep  J.  Tay¬ 
lor.  It  gives  us  a  frontage  of  the  entire  block  on 
North  State  Street  in  the  very  best  location  In 
Jacksou  for  a  hospital.  The  home  and  a  frontage 
of  160  feet  and  a  depth  of  167  feet  cost  us 
*15,000.  The  Board  in  its  meeting  had  in  con¬ 
sultation  some  of  the  best  business  men  in  Jack- 
son.  including  real  estate  men  and  an  architect 
who  advised  the  buying  of  the  property.  It  was 
the  plan  of  the  trustees  to  build  a  nurses'  home 
and  this  will  relieve  them  of  the  necessity.  This 
will  utilize  a  part  of  the  money  secured  by  the 
75  Million  Campaign.  Lately  the  hospital  has 
constantly  had  to  refuse  patients  for  lack  of 
room.  This  purchase  will  make  more  room  for 
patients,  and  enlarge  the  usefulness  and  minis¬ 
try  and  income  of  the  Institution.  The  Board  is 
very  happy  in  thus  enlarging  their  property. 

Fundayl  was  ,spent  by  the  editor  with  Pastor 
B.  E.  Phillips  at  Oakvale.  The  Baptist  Record 
was  put  in  every  home  by  contribution  from  the 
church  members.  The  church  Is  organized  for  the 
"5  Million  Campaign  and  one  brother  undertakes 
*500,  which  Is  a  fifth  of  the  quota.  Many  other 
brethren  agree  to  do  their  full  part,  and  the 
women  are  ready  for  theirs.

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  In  Atlan¬ 
ta  there  have  been  times  when  my  heart  was 
so  full  of  Joy  and  gratitude  to  God  that  I  have 
not  been  able  to  sleep  or  to  express  It  In  words. 


Thursday.  November  20,  1919. 

Ray  Ftannard  Baker,  who  had  unusual  oppor- 
tuniiy  to  know  what  went  on  In  Paris  at  the 
Peace  Conference,  says  of  President  Wilson: 
•No  slave  ever  worked  harder  than  be  dtd  in 
those  davs.  One  hesitates  to  think  whatthe  treaty 
would  have  been  if  the  president  had  not  been 
there!  But  he  wore  himself  out  In  the  struggle; 
ar.d  on  April  3  the  break  came.andthe  president 
fell  111.  U  was  atask  beyond  human  endurance. 
No  man  could  have  stood  It.  Dr.  Grayson  in¬ 
sisted  that  he  remain  in  bed  and  rest,  but  the 
Council  of  Four  (with  Colonel  House  taking  the 
president’s  place)  continued  to  meet  in  the  next 
room,  so  that  the  president,  though  unable  to 
leave  his  bed.  never  lost  Intimate  touch  with  the 
proceedings.,  He  disappointed  the  extremists,  and 
he  disappointed  all  those  who  wanted  special 
privileges  or  had  greedy  interests,  by  following 
an  Implacable  and  clearly-marked  course  of  his 
own.  He  had  to  adjust,  and  compromise,  he  could 
not  get  all  he  wanted,  but  he  was  never  used  by 
anybody  or  any  Interest  at  the  peace  conference; 
and  to  the  very  end  he  was  the  man  sought 
out  and  trusted;  it  was  felt,  despite  everything, 
that  he  was  the  one  leader  there  who  was  dis¬ 
interestedly,  patiently,  under  vast  difficulties, 
trying  to  do  what  was  right,  trying  to  get  some 
measure  of  Justice  Into  the  peace.  It  was  his 
Influence  and  his  alone  that  kept  up  the  moral 
tone  of  the  conference.  He  was  very  quiet  in 
expressing  his  final  decision,  but  gave  an  im¬ 
pression  of  unalterable  determination.  I  felt,  at 
the  moment,  that  nothing  but  a  supreme  faith  In 
Almighty  God  and  in  the  righteousness  of  his 
course  could  have  sustained  him  at  that  moment.

VICTORY  TIDINGS 


A  prominent  Methodist  business  man  said  to 
me  the  other  day,  "I  never  saw  anything  more 
remarkable  than  the  way  your  independent  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  are  lining  up  with  this  75  Million 
Campaign.  How  do  you  do  it?"  The  answer  is 
t  jgy ;  for  each  Baptist  church  is  a  theocracy.  God- 
ruled;  this  campaign  is  God's  "call  to  the 
colors;"  and  His  people,  responding,  find  it  easy 
to  catch  step  with  each  other. 

The  work  in  District  Two  has  not  been  with¬ 
out  its  difficulties,  but  despite  these  difficulties 
a  splendid  organization  was  effected  and  the  work 
is  going  forward  steadily. 

The  county  organizations  are  all  complete  and 
most  of  them  are  working  beautifully.  There 
have  been  delays  in  some  rounties  and  a  few 
changes  have  had  to  be  made  in  others;  but  these 
problems  have  now  been  worked  out  and  the 
outlook  is  altogether  encouraging. 

The  organizing  of  the  churches  is  being  effect¬ 
ed  as  fast  as  weather  conditions  will  allow.  The 
continued  rains  have  retarded  this  work  of 
course,  but  most  of  the  Service  Rolls  are  now  in. 
and  many  of  the  churches,  unwilling  to  wait  for 
Victory  Week  are  already  raising,  or  exceeding, 
their  apportionments.  One  church,  asked  for 
93,350,  has  pledged  more  than  $5,000;  another, 
apportioned  $13,500,  voted  enthusiastically  to 
double  its  apportionment;  while  a  third,  with  a 
quota  of  $33,500.  reports  that  one  member  will 
be  responsible  for  this  amount  and  hopes  to  see 
the  church  raise  $50,000. 

Indifference  and  even  opposition  are  encount¬ 
ered  here  and  there,  to  be  sure,  but  these  are 
vanishing  everywhere  as  the  details  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  are  clearly  set  forth  to  the  people.  The 
active,  consecrated,  progressive  members  of  our 
churches  are  everywhere  lined  up  with  the  en¬ 
terprise.  and  the  outlook  Is  indeed  encouraging. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  work  In  District 
Two  during  the  past  week  was  the  speaking  of 
Brethern  Lawrence.  Byrd.  Gunter  and  M.  E. 
Dodd  of  Shreveport  at  certain  points  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  These  brethren  brought  messages  of  much 
force  and  those  who  heard  them  were  greatly 
stirred. 

Although  bad  weather  has  seriously  interupted 
the  campaign,  the  workers  are  determined  to 
make  up  for  the  time  lost  as  speedily  as  possible. 
Every  day  is  being  made  to  count:  and  there  Is 
good  reason  to  believe  that,  with  vigorous,  sys¬ 
tematic  effort  on  the  part  of  the  county  and 
church  organizers,  every  county  In  the  district 
will  go  beyond  its  apportionment.

BELGIUM  AND  HER  NETHERLANDS. 
ARTICLE  NO.  4. 

J.  F.  LOVE,  COR.  SECY. 


From  Paris  we  started  for  Belgium  via  some 
such  well-known  centers  of  the  great  conflict  as 
Noyon.  the  birthplace  of  John  Calvin,  Chauny. 
St.  Quentin,  Mons,  etc.  No  words  could  exagger¬ 
ate  the  picture  of  destruction  whicrf  is  spread -be¬ 
fore  the  traveler  in  these  regions.  We  shall  not 
dwell  upon  these  scenes  here  as  we  expect  to  re¬ 
turn  to  France  and  make  a  more  careful  survey 
of  the  battlefields. 

In  Brussels  It  was  our  pleasure  to  see  Mr. 
Hoffman,  the  pastor  of  our  Baptist  church,  and  to 
meet  a  group  of  his  people  in  their  Tuesday  even¬ 
ing  prayer  meeting.  We  were  impressed  most 
favorably  with  the  piety,  religious  devotion  and 
the  sound  faith  of  these  Belgian  Baptists.  Mr. 
Hoffman  is  himself  a  Swiss  but  he  has  been  In 
•telglum  thirty  years.  He  Is  an  accomplished 
linguist,  speaking  French.  German  and  English 
with  great  ease. 

There  are  four  Baptist  churches  in  Belgium 
All  of  these  are  small  in  numbers  and  weak  in  fin¬ 
ancial  ability  but  because  of  their  loyalty  to  truth 
and  Christian  character  these  four  churches  con¬ 
stitute  promising  centers  from  which  to  sound 
out  the  Baptist  message  in  Belgium. 

From  Brussels  we  went  to  the  Hague,  passing 
en  route  through  a  most  beautiful  country.  The 
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THE  BAPTIST  KECORD 
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numerous  herds  of  cattle  and  sheep  feeding  on  the 
wide  stretches  of  green  grass  remind  one  f  ■  <-x- 
as;  except  that  these  Netherlands  are  , effect ly 
watered  by  a  system  of  canals  which  are  •unqiml- 
ert  in  all  the  world.  Holland  is  a  pr>sp«roua 
land.  The  foreigner  Is  much  pleased  wl‘.lt  the 
country  and  the  people;  except  as  he  falls  into  *lic 
hands  of  certain  unscrupulous  attaches  to  'lie 
hotels.  Here  he  will  meet  the  most  brazzen  graft- 
era  he  ever  encountered 

We  had  to  go  to  Ansterdam  to  secure  the  de¬ 
sired  conference  with  representative  Baptists,  but 
here  we  were  rewarded  by  a  most  delightful  and 
Informing  Interview.  Pastor  B.  Blantlng  is  the 
leading  man  in  Baptist  affairs  in  this  city  of  600,- 
000.  He  is  also  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  Union  of 
Netherlands.  Baptists  number  2,500,  some  20 
churches  and  about  10  pastors  for  all  of  Holland 
Their  views  of  the  Scriptures  and  of  New  Testa 
inent  strikingly  accord  with  those  of  Southern 
Baptists. 

We  shall  hope  to  have  the  consideration  of 
our  home  people  to  some  recommendations  which 
we  shall  make  upon  our  return  concerning  Holl¬ 
and  and  Belgium  In  a  scheme  for  American  Bap 
list  propaganda  in  Kurope.  It  would  be  a  re 
flection  upon  Southern  Baptists  If  a  Christian 
body  as  great  and  able  as  they  should  long  remain 
indifferent  to  their  spiritual  kinsmen  in  Holland 
from  which  we  have  in  our  earlier  history  drawn 
supplies  of  inspiration  and  hope.  Our  spiritual  kin 
once  found  friends  In  Holland,  and  now  that  we 
are  strong  and  our  people  in  Holland  are  weak, 
they  ought  to  find  in  us  equally  true  frlen  Is.

Owensboro.  Heavy  rains  had  rendered  the  roads 
very  bad  but  the’  people  came  In  large  crowds, 
many  coming  considerable  distances.

Only  one  day  was  spent  In  Missouri.  The  oc¬ 
casion  was  the  annual  meeting  of  Missouri  Bap¬ 
tists,  held  in  the  splendid  Third  Baptist  Church 
of  St.  Louis.  The  central  thought  of  the  con¬ 
vention  was  on  the  subject  of  alignment  with 
the  Northern  or  Southern  Baptist  Conventions, 
by  a  decided  majority,  single  alignment  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  agreed  upon. 
Most  heartily  do  we  welcome  them  Into  this 
closer  fellowship.  The  large  church  was  crowded 
for  the  night  session  to  hear  Dr.  Truett.  My  talk 
preceded  bis  and  I  truly  rejoiced  that  the  women, 
gathered  there  with  the  men.  were  a  “mighty 
host.” 

Four  places  were  visited  in  Illinois  in  com¬ 
pany  with  Miss  Mary  Northington.  the  secretary.

It  was  "Calling  Out  the  Called  Day" 
as  you  know  and  the  pastor  insisted  that  I  speak 
at  both  the  morning  and  evening  services.  Two 
young  women  and  two  men  answered  the  call 
with  an  unconditional  surrender.  The  two  men 
were  Italians,  converted  through  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  work  there  in  Du  Quoin.  Among  those 
who  Joined  the  church  that  night  was  another 
Italian,  one  of  the  other  two  acting  as  Interpre¬ 
ter.

About  half 
of  this  was  met  by  the  remainder  of  the  Louis¬ 
ville  Campaign  Fund,  and  the  other  half  was  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  W.  M.  U.  Treasurer  from  the  En¬ 
largement  Fund,  so  we  are  happy  to  state  that 
there  is  no  debt  on  our  beautiful  building,  which 
is  now  eqipped  for  taking  care  of  all  the  students 
it  ran  accommodate,  about  117.  Donations  of 
pillows,  canned  goods  and  table  linens  sent  us 
by  individuals  or  societies  are  of  great  value. 

October  first  saw  the  opening  of  the  school 
under  the  happiest  auspices:  Mrs.  M.  R.  McLure 
Is  back  from  her  year  of  absence,  bringing  new 
strength  and  courage  to  all.  A  total  matricula¬ 
tion  of  142  has  been  made,  including  28  of  the 
students’  wives. 

The  work  of  the  Trustees  In  Investigating  and 
recommending  students  was  very  helpful,  and 
we  have  a  magnificent  body  of  earnest,  well- 
educated  young  women  here.  There  are  several 
now  on  the  waiting  list. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  a  dozen 
students  come  in  and  tell  what  made  them  turn 
their  hearts  to  the  school.  These  are  human 
stories.  Interesting  and  touching  beyond  words. 
We  sincerely  wish  that  every  woman  who  stands 
behind  this  great  school  could  hear  what  it 
means  to  these  earnest  young  servants  of  God 
to  be  here.  t 

Never  has  the  outlook  been  so  hopeful.  The 
spirit  of  the  school  Is  beautiful;  the  standards 
high  and  the  work  moving  on  without  friction.

One  Baptist  Deacon  defined  a 
Landmarker  as  "one  who  believes  in 
doing  nothing  and  does  It." 

Rev.  M.  J.  Derrick  was  moderator 
of  the  Pastors'  Conference  and  did 
well  in  his  maiden  effort  In  this  line 
of  business. 

Bro  Low  said:  "If  God  gets  us  He 
will  get  ours.  Getting  the  money  Is 
the  least  and  easiest  task  In  this  Cam¬ 
paign." 

Dr.  Lowrey:  "When  a  member  falls 
to  give,  the  greatest  loss  Is  not  the 
money  we  fall  to  get,  but  the  life  we 
fall  to  get.” 

Bro.  Bently  told  of  a  poor  widow  in 
a  little  county  church  of  nine  mem¬ 
bers  who,  when  all  the  others  had 
given  up  in  despair  of  raising  Its 
quota,  arose  and  said  if  some  one 
would  furnish  the  land  she  and  her 
children  would  cultivate  It  In  cotton 
and  raise  the  quota.  This  inspired 
the  little  church  and  one  man  offered 
ten  acres  and  some  help  to  cultivate. 
Then  the  church,  inspired  by  this 
heroic  widow's  offer,  voted  to  culti¬ 
vate  these  Lord's  acres  and  so  the 
quota  will  be  more  than  raised.  You 
never  know  the  power  of  an  example. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Wills,  of  Louisville,  led 
the  devotional.  He  Is  one  of  our  most 
pleasing  and  spiritual  preachers. 

The  most  optomlstlc  note  at  the 
Convention  was  the  speeches  on  the 
Baptalst  75  Million  Campaign.  Bre¬ 
thren  we  are  as  sure  to  raise  It  as 
our  faith  In  God. 

Dr.  Beasley:  “Any  fool  can  quit, 
but  It  takes  a  man  to  go  on  and  do  the 
things." 

Rev.  W.  M.  Bostick  led  the  prayer 
hour  of  the  conference.  It  was  a  great 
moment  and  we  were  led  close  to 
the  Throne.

royal  regime  gave  place  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  government.  Today  China  Is 
called  a  repul  lie  the  world  over. 
Therefore  the  schools  on  our  com¬ 
pound  are  silent  today.  The  city  Is 
making  holiday  and  nearly  every  door 
has  two  flags  crossed  over  the  lintel. 

This  morning  at  prayers,  when  our 
servants  and  the  friends  and  other 
helpers  came  in  to  worship  with  us, 
we  read,  more  or  less  by  accident  the 
story  of  the  demoniac  boy  at  the  foot 
of  the  mountain  of  Transfiguration.

We  fell  naturally  into 
the  spirit  of  the  new  national  holiday, 
and  the  passage  had  a  strange  yet 
forceful  message  for  us. 

Nine  years  ago  China  thought  she 
wai.  expelling  a  devil  when  she  rose 
against  the  Manchus.  But  the  years 
that  hate  followed  have  shown  that 
the  ejected  demon  went  forth  and 
found  seven  demons  more  powerful 
and  unscrupulous  than  himself,  and 
returning,  possessed  himself  once 
again  of  the  house  he  had  occupied.
